Daily Mail says that great interest 
has been aroused in Shéffidid in a

The process has been patented 
‘throughout the world by a Continental 
firm, but there are indications that.at 
Sheffield, the centre of the English 
high-speed steel. industry, the manu- 
facturers will fight forthe privilege 
of making the new steel without “hav- 
ing. to -pay royalties under a foreign 
patent. 
The new material, it is said, marks 
@ great advance on the best. qualities 
of steel at present obtainable for bor- 
ing and cutting tools. 
The Daily Mail recalls the fact that 
a few years ago, when the discovery 
of high- -speed. steel caused a revolu- 
tion in steelmaking, Amériean inven- 
tors sought a monopoly by means: of 
patents. The case was taken to the 
courts, and the Americans lost>it. 


DYNAMITE IN BOMB BLOCK. 


Five Sticks, with Fuses Ignited, Put 
Out by Policeman. 


At 11:45 o’clock last night a boy. told 
Policeman Valentine Bach of the Fifth 
Street Station that something was burn- 
ing in the hallway of the tenement 
house at 185. Chrystie Street. Entering 
the hallway the policeman found five 
sticks of dynamite, each twelve inches. 
long, each with a-fuse attached and ig- 
nited. The policeman put out the burn- 
ing fuses and took the dynamite to. the 
station, giving the sticks'to Lieut. Kelly. 

The tenement house is filled largely 
with Italian families and is in the block 
known as “ Bomb” Block, because so 
many bomy er have occurred 
there.

The 
average price yesterday was 100.159 and 
‘the average income basis about 4.49. 
There were 476 bidders and thé total 
amount of them all was $76,124,780. The 
awarts range from 100.005 to 100.381, 
One feature of une awards was that J. 
RP. Morgah & Co. got none of them. 
“The firm put in a bid for $6,000,000 at 
par, and the Controller threw out all 
par bids. Kuhn, Loeb & Co., through g@ 
eyndi¢ate, offered to take $15,000,000 at 
par. In the.syndicate were the United 
States: Mortgage and Trust Company, 
the ‘Fourth National Bank, Kidder, Pea- 
body. & Co:, y Heidelbach, Ickelheimer & 
Co., ‘Haligarten & Co., and the New 
York. Municipal Railways Corporation. 
The European bids showed a decrease, 
compared with previous years, owing to 
monetary conditions in Europe, it was 
explained. No one indiyidual or firm 
obtained any large amount of the bonds, 
Harvey Fisk & Co. heading the list with 
$5,000,000, the Bankers’ Trust Company 
coming next with $4,000,000.. The next 
largest amount, $2,500,000, went to J. 
‘& W. Seligman \e Co. : 
Owing to the attractive fterest rate 
financial experts: thought that muc2, 
better prices would be received.

Will Probably Bring Suit to Hdld 
Up California Legislation, Says 
Foreign Office Official. 


HAS FAITH IN WASHINGTON 


Reluctant’ to Ralse Naturalization 
Issue Except to Establish Her 
Place Among Nations.

'LONDON, .Wednesday, May 21.—-A 
Tokio dispatch:te The Times says: 

"The signature of the California 
Land bill had heen anticipated ‘here 
of late and was regarded .in official 
quarters as formally opening a new, 
stage in the negotiations between 
Tokio and Washington. ‘The former 
still places full reliance on the efforts 
of the latter to solve the problem, and 
the press quotes a Foreign Office of- 
ficial as. stating that the Govern- 
rment’s aim now is to4prevent the en- 
forcement of the act, probably by re- 
sort to a lawsuit. 

“In some quarters there is a tend- 
ency-to regard the Land act ag a fla- 
grant National affront. In others 
the peculiar conditions of the Ameri- 
can Government receive full recogni- 
tion, and the difficulties of the 
Washington authorities are acknowl- 
edged. 

‘It is, nevertheless, clear that there 
is a widespread feeling that Japan's 
claim to the position of a first-class 
civilized Nation is at stake. and the 
Government would never yield and 
survive. 

“The best counsellors advise. pa- 
tient yet persistent effort til) the goal 
ef equality with European races 
is reached, but the Government is 
reluctant to raise directly the natur- 
alization issue, except in the last re- 
sort. 

‘It is noteworthy that certain pub- 
licists’ view the whole problem as an 
issue between the prhite and colored 
peoples of the globe, and demand 
that the former’s pretensions to su- 
periority should yield before the 
steady development of the latter. Yet 
these disclaim the idea of an antir 
foreign propaganda and invoke the 
principle of humanity.”

The new bonds, lately active at 
about 114 premium, .were | selling on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday at a 
reduced premium, at one time %, but 
at the close 1. This premium has 
been attracting a large number of 
subscribers, who hope. to sell-immedi-. 
ately on allotment at a profit::: “ 
The newspapers predict that the 
loan will certainly be oversubscribed. 
At the same time they ‘point out the. 
chaotic conditions in China and the 
fact that the new republican: Govern- 
ment is apparently by no: méans 
firmly established. The Times says: 
“Any. doubts that investors “may 
have regarding the wisdom of intrust- 
ing their. capital to China are, partly, 
at any rate, counteracted by the Chi~- 
nese reputation for honesty, and still 
more by the international agreement 
regarding the loan.” ©. * :

Peeress’s Letter Arouses Hot 
Controversy—‘‘Boston” and 
“Tango” Defended by Some. : / 








AN INJUSTICE TO SOCIETY 


Cc. E. Jerningham Says It Is Misrep- 
resented to Public—Lady Straf- 
ford Denounces Dances.

LONDON, Wednesday, May 21.—* A 
Peeress’s” letter in The Times yes- 
terday in reference to modern ball- 
room dancing has aroused a hot con- 
| troversy and much conflict’ of opin- 
ion, some authorities on the subject 
declaring the Peeress’s “ jeremiad ab- 
surd and unwarranted” and others 
welcoming it as a timely protest 
against American dance importations, 

The. “Turkey Trot” is generally 
admitted to be unsuitable to the ball- 
room, but the same agreement is not 
found in regard to the “ Boston” and 
the “ Tango.” 

Several dancing masters concur in 
declaring that the “ Boston,” which 
“A Peeresss” describes as “the be- 
ginning of the evil,” is one of the 
most graceful dances ‘ever invented. 
The. same thing is said about the 
“Tango,” if it is danced properly. 

Cc. E. Jerningham (“ Marmaduke ”’) 
holds the view that nothing that could 
be described as in the slightest degree 
offensive has. been or is likely to be 
countenanced in the best. London ‘so- 
ciety. Unbecoming things, he says, 
may happen occasionally in one or two 
sections, but it would be grossly un- 
fair to judge the rest of society by 
{isolated instances. He adds: 

“At great houses,-such' as Devon- 
sihre House, Londonderry House, and 
Lansdowne House, or at any enter- 
tainments given by hostesses of that 
calibre, such a thing as an unbecoming 
dance would be absolutely impossible. 
Not only are they not seen there now, 
but they never have and never will be 
seen. Of course that does not -mean 
that a few intimate friends of the 
hostess might not for amusement try 
a new dance, but that would only be 
in the nature of a joke. 

“It is a great pity that society, with 
all its many faults, but with its un- 
doubted good qualities, should so often 
be misrepresented to the public and 
put in a totally false light.” 

Mrs. Humphrey, (‘“‘ Madge,’’) in in- 
dorsing ‘‘A Peeress’s”’ protest, is par-

The Times prints a long letter from 
a correspondent, in reply to “A Peer- 
ess,” in which the writer defends the 
dances themselves. ‘It is not a. ques- 
tion of the dance, but of the way it is 
danced, and that depends on the peo- 
ple who dance it. Dancing, being 
what it is, must always be suspect 
and capable of abuse. The slow, lan- 
guorous Viennese waltz can be made 
extremely suggestive, but when prop- 
erly danced is beautiful. Surely the 
same applies to every dance.” 

Alice Countess of Strafford entirely 
agrees with “A Peeress’s” letter. She 
says: ; 

“The so-called dances can only be 
compared to.the wild, abandoned 
frenzies of sOme ancient Bacchantic 
rével, although the modern versions 
are devoid of grace. If the move- 
ments of these new ‘dances’ were 
traced to their origin it would be 
found that they owed it to the Cory- 
bantic reyels of negro tribes. They 
have since those days developed in 
America in an atmosphere which is 
distinctly impure.”

The 
Americans, who are said to be headed 
by Armour, own the La Plate Cold 
Storage Company and the River Plate 
and La Blanca Fresh Meat Company, 
with a packing plant at Montevideo. 
Armour also has valuable concessions 
for a ‘new plant now in course of erec- 
tion at Rio San Diego. 

The Americans came in five years 
ago, purchasing those companies and 
many native concerns.’ The newspa- 
pers charge that the Americans made 
an agreement with the native con- 
cerns limiting production of meats fer 
England,. but later broke the agree- 

ment, and that the independent com- 
panies, in consequence, are in a bad 
way, many paying no dividends. The 
Americans are underselling the na- 
tives abroad at great loss, in an effort 
to make them sell out. The record of 
exports this month so far for the 
‘Americans is 150,000 quarters, while 


shipped only one-third of that amount.
